Thank you for the suggestions about the exhibits. T believe that 
the incident of which you speak about the ran with t he rifle at 
the cabin and res stati on is included in my revisions and A<? r '* tions 
to my Vehicle Exhibit. I t is in part II. If this is not the sightin 
aoout which you speak, please let me know as it means that T have 
overlooked something . I hope that you find the weapon exhibit 
useful. I too must admit that making revisions is time consuming 
expecially when one works at a job all day and then does the 
majority of this work later at night. This may aocout for a few 
mistakes that may crop up. I do try to be careful when making uo 
my exhibits and use all the resources at my fingertips . I would 
be very grateful if you would send me the account of Captain King 
stating that they found a rifle on the roof of the tSPd". The only 
source I had for this was his secretary's statement, and I couldn't 
even remember where I had seen that. 


You will find enclosed the exhibit t prepared on the arrests. I 
realize that there were other arrest s (i .e . the arrest in Fort 
’Forth) but the main intent of this exhibit has been to tabulate 
those arrested in the immediate area of Dealy Plaza. The only 
thing that might possibly have been included Is concerned with 
Willi s Slide If. This arrest is probably the one that the Willis's 
testified to Thompson in his book, the man in black leather etc. 


I have sent one of my pictures to be enlarged to see how it will 
turn out . It might be ready by later tonight and I may include it 
at last minute. 


I am glad that you and r>ick are pleased with my work on Similas. 
Yes, you did send me a c opy of your letter to Dr. Bahmer. I hope 
you ret results from it. t presently feel both embarrassed and 
anoyed about a recent discovery. It pee ms as though the Telegram 
has been giving me the run around as usual. %%%$$%$ Colin Davies 
does exist, and I found out strictly by accident with no help 
from the Telegram. This is my reason for being annoyed. I also 
feel extremely bad about having told you different, bub I now 
admit tbs error. Davies was employed as a member of the Editorial 
staff of the Telegram from Tan. 1st, 1932 until Dec. 1964. The 
address i ve n durinp: this sft-y oynent was 2 1 ? Austin Terrace, 
however there is ?. contradiction here. In the PBI report on Similas 
(pg. 218-219 Photo. Whitewash) be states "He (Davies) arrived at my 
borne in five or ten minutes." I asked Similas about this and he 
confirmed this to be so. he positively said it was no mors than 
5-10 mins. TJ owever if is impossible for Davies to have travelled 
the distance from either his home or the Telegram in this 
time. 23 Austin Terrace requires a 12 mile drive through city 
traffic and countless traffic signals to reach the Similas home!! 



The Telegram is some 15 miles from Similes * s home, again right 
through Fetrcpol .i.tan Toronto. Waving driven in Toronto numerous 
times, I would estimate that Tinder ideal conditions the drive would 
take a minimum time of 60 minutes, from Austin Terrace, and at 
least 45-60 minutes from the Taly. When T asked Norman to think 
about this point as carefully a s possible, as it was important he 
once again confirmed 5-10 mins. He Is sure that the reporter said 
he was from Will owdale also and lived cn Norton St., about a 5 min. 
drive from Similas's home. The reason that Sxm.ilas is sura about 
this is because in discussinp: this a t a later date with others 
he remebered that his brother lived on Norton St. also and the^ 
di sussed the fact that perhaos 6 i mi. 1 as* s brother had seen t hr r -~

Navies has an unlisted phone number which I could not obtain anywher 
either through the Bell Telephone Co. or the Telegram, ub also 
does not answer letters. Those at the Editorial Dept, of the Tsly 
who remember Davies thought be was now involved with a Public 
Delations firm in Eglington, another Toronto suburb. However I have 
tried all the Public Relations firms listed in Sglinscton in the 
Yellow Fayes of the phone directory but with no success. So it 
would appear that the only thing left to do is to go and knock on 
his door. I may just do that sometime. 

T sent Sim?, las some charts which he promised to mark for me • T^is 
was about a week ago and I have had no reply to date. I do think 
that he will mark them and return them to me a g promised. If this 
happens, I will send you copies of them immediately. 

TJ aving been to see Dick recently you probably know the contents of 
Ms latest letter to me. 1 will be writing him also today, but I 
will be telling him only what f have told you so therefore I will u 
not bother with a carbon this time. The onlv thing I have left 
unrr.snt ior.ed is that Dick wanted me to re-check with Albert Flock 
concerning the attached photo’s. T honed Flock again, and he stated 
fchat he is absolutely/ positive that the photo's were attached to 
the manuscript when last seen. He could not remeber who had handled 
the galley proof last however, but he thought that it would have 
been one of the clerks at Liberty. Tf you or Dick are unsuccessful 
with the Archives or the FBI please let ns know. I will then 
write the R.C.M.P. as they should be made' to release this material 
pursuant to the Governor Denerals order of October 51st., 1963. 

T now believe tnat j.. have only two other leads or sources 1 . 0 ft. One 
I will look into, the other 1. would like either you or Dick to 
take care of. I spent about 1 hour at the Telegram today talking- 
and looking around. I was allowed to go through the record of the 
assassination a.s they had recorded it both in the Record Room and 
m the files of the former Photo-Editor. I also did not forget to 
tell hem what T thought of them and the ir indeference to my letters 
17 owe ver 1 was helped by the present Photo— Editor , Wally Tones and 
others but we found out nothing. The only lead I am left with 
is to find out who sent and signed the letter to Similss containing 
the apclarstic note and check for £-50.00. This is the only other 
person at the Telegram who may have intimate knowledge of this

The lead which you may be able to come Tip with something on is the 
former photo-editor. Hi s-'-name is not mentioned in the FBI report 
anywhere . Being the former photo-editor at the Telegram a t the 
time that this occured, one would think that he would have been 
interviewed by the 731 for sure. The negatives would have been 
turned over to him by Davies on his return, normal procedure in 
s matter of photo' s. Therefore I will yive mou the name and perhsp 
you c an f ind out if he was interviewed and obtain a copy of the 
interview. The man's name was Bill Brooks, and he was the photo- 
Fditor at '-he time of the Similas affair. Let me know: if this name 
turns up anything . Also if you could spare the time, I would like 
to have copies of all the documents you have obtained on Q -imilas 
from the Archives. I will be more than willing to pay the cost of
